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£2M SAFEGUARDING GRANT 


H ACKNEY has been 
awarded nearly 
£2million to overhaul 
the way local authorities 
approach child protection. 

The funding, from the 
Department for Education, 
will allow the Council - in 
partnership with the University 
of Bedfordshire - to develop a 
new approach to safeguarding, 
which shifts the focus of social 
work from the family home to 


consider much wider influences. 

Hackney’s new programme 
will look at how peer groups, 
social media, neighbourhoods 
and schools impact on young 
people’s vulnerability. An 
enhanced safeguarding system 
will be brought in to identify, 
assess and engage with peer 
groups and public and social 
spaces where young people are 
exposed to significant harm. 

The programme will also 


with other local authorities 
Cllr Anntoinette Bramble, 
Deputy Mayor of Hackney and 
Cabinet Member for Children’s 
Services, said: “Child protection 
is one of the most important 
things we do as a local authority, 
so we’re excited to have the 
opportunity to invest resources 
and expertise in this important 
project, which has the potential to 
shape national and international 
policy around safeguarding.”

An aim is to reduce the need 
to move children away from 
unsafe social environments 
and instead, make places where 
they spend their time safer.

The borough’s house 
prices have risen more 
than anywhere else in the 
country during the last 
20 years, with the average

Stik art sale gift 



W ORLD famous 
street artist Stik 
has announced 
that a Hackney 
youth programme is set 
to benefit from the sale 
of his unique artwork 
made to celebrate Pride. 

The banner will be sold 
at internationally renowned 
art auction house Christie’s 
and could fetch tens of 
thousands of pounds. 

All of the proceeds from 
the sale of the Hackney 
Pride banner, which was 
created to represent the 
borough at the London 
Pride parade last year, 
will go to Project Indigo, 
which supports LGBTQI+ 
(lesbian, gay, bisexual, 
transgender, queer, intersex 
plus) young people. 

They face a much higher 
risk of homelessness, social 
isolation, family rejection, 
bullying, substance 
misuse and stigma-related 
mental health problems 
than counterparts. 

The winning project 
aims to change attitudes, 
strengthen community 
cohesion, and help young 
people overcome challenges 
through confidence¬ 
building and skills training. 

The funds from the sale 
will be used to train young 
people to support and 
curate an exhibition of 
Hackney’s rich and diverse 
LGBTQI+ heritage. 

The exhibition will be 
displayed in Hackney 


Museum during LGBT 
History Month next year. 

Print-outs of the archive 
will be distributed to all 
local schools and it will 
be permanently available 
online as a public resource. 
As a result, thousands 
of people will better 
understand Hackney’s 
LGBTQI+ legacy. 

Stik, who is a local 
resident, said: “Hackney’s 
radical LGBTQI+ 
community has been 
fundamental in creating the 
freedoms we enjoy today. 
This exhibition will shine a 
light on our past victories 
and fallen soldiers in the 
battle for recognition. 

“For the first time, our 
legacy will be officially 
recognised in a definitive 


archive to be immortalised 
and available to the public, 
empowering people around 
the world for generations 
to come. 

“I’m happy to be able 
to give back to the queer 
community, which has 
helped me in so many 
ways over the years.” 

Stik is well known for his 
socially conscious murals, 
including ‘Sleeping Baby’ at 
Homerton hospital. Print 
sales of this work have 
so far raised more than 
£75,000 for the hospital’s 
charity, Homerton Hope. 

Mayor of Hackney, 

Philip Glanville said: 

“The Stik Hackney Pride 
banner is a powerful image 
that celebrates love and 
diversity. We are very lucky 


that money raised from 
this sale will not only fund 
support for LGBTQI+ 
young people in the 
borough, but will celebrate 
Hackney’s LGBTQI+ 
history and create a 
legacy that can be used by 
generations to come.”

The ‘Hackney: 
Apprentices’ scheme is 
open to 16- to 24-year- 
olds who live in the 

borough, or have 
been educated in 
Hackney, or are 
care leavers. 

All Council 
apprentices aged 
over 18 will be 
paid around 
£19,000 per year, 
which is above 
the London Living 
Wage, and well 
above the average 
apprenticeship 
salary of around 


£13,000 per year. 

An apprenticeship is 
a full-time, work-based 
learning programme 
that combines accredited 
learning with paid work 
for one year or longer. 

Council apprentices 
will be given accredited 
training from a high-quality 
provider, mentoring, and 
support to progress into 
a permanent job or a 
higher apprenticeship 
qualification. 

If a resident is 
unsuccessful in gaining 
an apprenticeship 
position, the Council 
will provide 
support to help 
with alternative 
employment 
or training. 


The Council will also 
be supporting other 
employers in the borough 
to create high-quality 
apprenticeships. 

Mayor of Hackney, 
Philip Glanville, said: 

“We want businesses, big 
and small, to follow our 
example and give a young 
person a career kick-start, 
and help them to gain 
qualifications while they 
earn a fair wage.

I magine you’re in your 
twenties and launching 
a cool new app. 

You can get mentors, 
funding, press attention... 
But if you’re the same 
person launching a charity 
aimed at fixing really 
gritty social problems? 

Not so much,” says 
Jack Graham. 

It’s exactly this 
imbalance that Jack is 
trying to correct. Back in 
2013, he started a new 
institution called Year 
Here. It was launched 
with great fanfare at 10 
Downing Street, but since 
then, the real work has 
been going on right here 
in Hackney, down an alley 
off Kingsland Road. 

Described as ‘a 
postgraduate course in 
social innovation’, Year 
Here takes a select group 
of young professionals 
and supports them for 
a year while they try to 
build solutions to society’s 
toughest problems. 

Jack explains: “It’s like 
a Masters degree, except 
the learning happens in 
the world, not the lecture 
hall. Not many of society’s 
leaders have experienced 
the reality of our toughest 
challenges like the housing 
crisis or youth inequality. 

“And you can’t fix 
real problems without 
having real experience 
of them. So, for the first 
few months, we put our 
fellows to work on the 
social service frontline.” 

That could mean 
volunteering in a pupil 
referral unit, with children 
who have been excluded 
from school. It could 
mean getting hands on 
experience of homes for 
those with dementia, or 
hostels for the homeless. 

Next, the young people 
are sorted into teams, 
and put to work for real 
organisations such as 
local authorities, housing 
associations and charities. 

Only once they’ve had 
almost a year of frontline 
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experience do they move 
on to the final stage of the 
course, coming up with 
their own charity or social 
enterprise idea to fix a 
specific social problem. 

“Sixty three fellows have 
graduated from Year Here 
since 2013. Our fellows 
have volunteered more 
than 60,000 hours and 12 
successful social ventures 
have been launched off the 
back of it,” says Jack. 

These include Birdsong, 


a fashion brand selling 
clothes that are handmade 
by women’s groups, from 
elderly knitters to migrant 
seamstresses. There’s 
also Cracked It, which 
trains young people either 
involved in or at risk 
from gangs, to fix cracked 
iPhones instead. 

Other ventures are 
training former prisoners 
to be fitness instructors, 
turning refugees into 
foreign language tutors, 


and creating personal 
development programmes 
for those leaving care. 

The school too goes 
from strength to strength. 
Currently, they have 
about 20 applicants 
for every place. 

Jack says: “We started 
with 12 fellows a year, 
now we take 35. Within 
the next couple of years, 
we hope to take about 
50 each year. When we 
started, people were a 
bit sceptical that 22- and 
23-year-olds could really 
fix social problems. So 
seeing these ventures 
really flourish has been 
hugely rewarding.” 

He claims the scheme 
works because ‘it’s not 
about sitting in an ivory 
tower, designing policies 
and solutions for people’. 

Instead, Year Here 
fellows get involved with 
local organisations, from 
Hackney Pirates literacy 
charity to the Inspired 


Directions School for 
children who struggle 
in mainstream schools. 

“Hackney is the 
perfect base for us, 
because it’s this 
confluence of creative 
industries, social 
projects, spaces and 
opportunities. Lots of 
our partners are local,” 
he says. 

One of Jack’s 
fondest memories is 
of an event held in the 
organisation’s first year. 

He explains: “We had 
this idea for a 24-hour 
challenge, a bit like the 
ones they set on The 
Apprentice’, but with a 
social focus. We decided 
to create Hackney’s first 
human library.” 

They took over 
Hackney Town Hall and 
filled it with people with 
‘unique experiences or 
world views’. Anyone 
from the borough could 
turn up and, instead 


of borrowing a book, 
you could borrow one 
of these people for a 
20-minute discussion. 

Jack says: “Loads of 
people came, and it was 
amazing. It’s such a 
cliche that Hackney is the 
embodiment of diversity. 
But the cliche’s there for 
a reason. At the human 
library, we watched all 
these communalities 
emerge between people 
who seemed so different 
on the surface.” 

Perhaps that’s exactly 
what Year Here is 
achieving, too.

New school build 


P upils from 
Nightingale 
Primary School 
gave a helping 
hand to builders as part 
of a ground-breaking 
ceremony to launch their 
new school. 

Anai Robertson-Azille, 
Thalia Williams and 
Firdevs Ince got stuck in 
with their spades at the 
building site on 8 March. 

The new premises, on the 
former Downsview School 
site in Tiger Way, E5, is a 
key part of the Council’s 
school places programme; 
two new secondary schools 
will also be built, and some 
school sites remodelled to 


make best use of council- 
owned land. 

On the Nightingale 
School project, the Council 
is acting as the developer 
and will also provide 89 
homes to help fund the 
building works. This 
scheme - together with 
a new school and homes 
being built in Nile Street, 
N1 - will also raise around 
£l2million for affordable 
housing in the borough. 

Deputy Mayor of 
Hackney, Cllr Anntoinette 
Bramble, said: “This is 
a really important step 
to ensure that we have 
enough local school places 
for Hackney pupils. It was 


great to invite pupils who 
will directly benefit from 
this school to visit the site. 

“In the absence of 
adequate government 
funding, we’re having to 
think outside the box. By 
building homes for private 
sale, we plan to provide 
a significant sum for 
affordable housing, and 
go some way to covering 
the cost of delivering the 
high quality schools our 
residents expect and our 
pupils deserve.” 

By acting as the 
developer, the Council 
will be able to ensure that 
the maximum amount 
of money is available to 


deliver these priorities as 
it eliminates the need for a 
private company’s profits 
and shareholders costs. 

The new school will 
allow Nightingale Primary 
to expand to a two-form 
entry school, with state-of- 
the-art facilities, including 
an outdoor learning space. 

Headteacher Abigail 
Hopper said: “The 
specialist teaching facilities 
we will have at the new 
school will allow us to 
provide an education for 
the children in Hackney 
that uniquely prepares 
them for modern life.” 

Work is due to be 
completed by late 2018. 


Young scientists vie for STEM challenge prize 


RESEARCH shows that 
women make up just 14.4 
per cent of the British 
science, technology, 
engineering and maths 
(STEM) workforce, but 
Clapton Girls’ Academy 
is bucking the trend. 

The school’s team is 
one of just six to reach 
the finals of a nationwide 
STEM competition at 
the Science Museum in 


London. The BP Ultimate 
STEM Challenge asks 
students, aged 11 to 14, 
to design solutions to 
real-world problems. 
Clapton Girls’ Academy 
decided to build 
a rescue rocket. 

Sophie, one of the team 
members, said: “We really 
enjoyed going to the park 
to test our rocket designs. 
It was a good opportunity 


to carry out an extended 
investigation, which 
we do not have time to 
complete in a normal 
school day. We are really 
looking forward to going 
to the Science Museum 
for the national final.” 

The finalists will 
present their work to an 
expert judging panel on 
13 March, coinciding 
with British Science 


Week. They stand to win 
a day of special STEM 
activities, as well as 
£500 for their school. 

Andrew Ferdinando, 
science teacher at the 
Academy, said: “The 
girls demonstrated good 
scientific method and a 
high level of perseverance, 
often having to test 
their rockets in cold 
and wet conditions.” 


All the world’s a stage 
for lucky Hackney pupils 

THREE hundred Hackney pupils will see a Shakespeare 
play for free this year, thanks to a charitable programme 
at the Globe Theatre. 

Students from four of the borough’s schools have been 
invited to watch ‘The Taming of the Shrew’ at the world 
famous theatre this spring. The production, part of the 
charitable Playing Shakespeare programme, has been 
specifically tailored for 11 - to 18-year-olds and cut to 
90 minutes in length. 

Its director, Jacqueline Defferary explained: “I see the 
play as a perfect opportunity to explore pressing issues 
surrounding gender and relationships, important for 
us all today, especially young people. 

“The play highlights how far we have come and how 
far we still have to go.” 

Since 2007,150,000 state-school pupils have seen 
a Shakespeare play through the theatre’s collaboration with 
Deutsche Bank. For many, it is their first experience of live 
theatre, let alone Shakespeare. 



Patrick Spottiswoode, Director of Globe Education, said: 
“The real success is that the project is introducing students 
to Shakespeare and his plays as Shakespeare intended, 
through the power of play.

‘I knew I didn’t like Shakespeare. Now I know I was wrong’, 
an endorsement of everything Playing Shakespeare sets 
out to do.”

The Mayor and councillors 

Councillors are elected by residents and 
serve for four years. The last borough-wide 
elections took place in May 2014. 

Councillors have a range of responsibilities, 
including helping to oversee Council services. 


They hold advice surgeries where residents 
can meet their local representative and ask 
them to take up issues of concern. Generally 
they can help with Council related matters, 
but if the issue is the responsibility of another 


person or organisation, councillors can often 
point people in the right direction and tell 
residents who they need to see. 

Hackney has 57 councillors representing 
areas called wards - see map below. 



Hackney’s executive Mayor Philip Glanville, was directly elected by the borough in 
September 2016. He is the political leader of the Council, overseeing the budget and 
all Council services. The Mayor holds monthly casework surgeries in the Town Hall.

Forced to

U NTIL the 1980s, 
many people with 
learning disabilities 
were forced to 
live in hospitals under 
the Mental Deficiency 
Act (1913). 

This was the first 
legislation in the country 
specifically relating to 
services for people with 
learning disabilities. 
Previously, they had often 
been placed in asylums 
alongside people with 
mental illnesses. 

Under this law, people 
were diagnosed as ‘idiots’, 
‘imbeciles’, ‘feeble-minded’ 
or ‘moral defectives’. They 
had no choice about being 
made to live in a hospital, 
separated from their family 
and the community. 

One of these hospitals 


was St Lawrence’s in 
Surrey, which opened as a 
mental asylum for ‘insane 
paupers’ in 1870. Many 
Hackney residents were 
sent there. 

Mabel Cooper was sent 
to St Lawrence’s in 1952, 
aged just seven. 

She remembered: “I went 
to this place in town hall to 
have a test, to see how bad 
the learning disability is. 
And they said ‘you’ll need 
care for the rest of your 
life...’ I thought, how did 
they know that at that age? 

“You would think 
you were going into a 
madhouse, because of 
the noise. There were 
bars on the windows. It 
was like a prison. 

“They just used to shout 
and pull you around. I 
don’t like being pulled 
about. In the daytime, 
you weren’t allowed to sit 


live in the asylum

privacy because if you went 
to the bathroom people 
could get into it.” 

Wards were long, with up 
to 50 beds crammed closely 
together. Patients had to 
share belongings. 

Mabel said: “We didn’t 
have any of our own 
clothes. They used to have a 
big cupboard in the wards. 
And you would just help 
yourself. If you had a dress 
on one day, the next day 
somebody else would have 
it on because it would have 
gone back to the laundry 


and come back again.” 

Harvey Waterman, from 
Hackney, was a patient 
from 1941 to 1970, and 
even remembers having to 
share a toothbrush with 
other people on his ward. 

At the time, there 
was a widespread fear 
that if people with 
learning disabilities had 
children, this would 
lead to a deterioration 
in society. As a result, 
great efforts were made 
to prevent relationships 
between patients. 

Men and women were 


put onto separate wards 
and chances to socialise 
were strictly controlled. 

“Every Tuesday at seven 
o’clock, they would all go 
down to the dance hall. The 
men one side, the women 
the other. And in the middle 
there were staff. The men 
got up and asked some of 
the ladies to dance, they 
danced all the way around 
the staff. But when the 
music finished, the men 
had to go back to one side 
and the women back to the 
other because you couldn’t 
mix,” Mabel said. 

The Mental Deficiency 
Act (1913) was finally 
repealed in 1959. Mabel 
left St Lawrence’s in 1976 
and went on to become the 
chair of People First, a self- 
advocacy group for people 
with learning disabilities. 

Even today, in England 
almost 3,000 people with 


learning disabilities live in 
institutions, often far away 
from family and friends. 

‘Madhouse, My 
House?’, an exhibition of 
memories and responses 
to the institutionalisation 
of people with learning 
disabilities, was researched 
and created by members 
of the Hackney-based 
theatre company Access All 
Areas. It is on at Hackney 
Museum until 20 May.
